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Women’s Seminar to discuss 
culture problems tomorrow 


A “Women’s Day Seminar,’’ 

with the theme of raising the 
consciousness of women, will 
begin tomorrow in the Student 
Center at 9 am. 

Ms, Edith Karas, English ins- 
tructor and program coordinator 
for the one day workshop, said 
‘The workshop aims at teaching 
women how to unlearn the learn- 
ing which has taught them to 
be insecure, unassertive and 
passive.”’ 

Karas said most of the morning 
subtopics will be repeated in 
the afternoon session which fol- 
lows a luncheon to be prepared 
by several faculty men. 

The workship will not be all 


lecture oriented. Mrs. Karas 
said the morning program would 
include the topics of ‘‘The Rhe- 
toric of Sexism,’’ ‘‘The Shel- 
tered Sex- Privileges vs. Rights’ 
and ‘‘Rape..then what?’’ which 
will include a simulated case 
of rape with dialogue provided 
by the Monterey Peninsula Rape 
Crisis Center. 

‘¢‘Unlearning (role) learning and 
how not to have confidence in 
yourself (as a woman)is another 
morning topic which deals with 
‘‘Assertiveness Training” and 
“Due Process of Life- Aging 
started yesterday” is the final 
topic before lunch. 


“The Rhetoric of Sexism,’’ 
‘‘The Sheltered Sex,’’ and the 
‘‘Assertiveness Training’’ to-

Also participating in the Wo- 
men’s Day program will be seven 
peninsula women’s groups. Ms. 
Karas said that the Monterey 
and Salinas Chapters of the 
League of Women Voters, the 
American Association of Uni- 
versity Women, the YWCA, the 
Junior League of Monterey 
County, the National Organiza- 
Hon of Women and the MPC 


Women’s Committee will have 
tables set up in the college 
center during the noon hour and 
Staffed by their memberships 
to answer questions about how 
their specific group seeks to 
raise the consciousness of 
women. 

Mrs. Karas Said that more than 
500 participants are expected at 
the program and added that the 
MPC Child Care Center would 
be open for women who have 
children and want to attend the 
workshop. There is no regis- 
tration fee for the workshop, 
but the luncheon will cost $1.75, 


Remedial training and tutoring 
are available free to MPC vets 


Costs of VA special education 
programs are not deducted from 
monthly checks, but they can 
be deceiving. 

According to Veteran Affairs 
Officer George Newell, ‘‘Vet- 
erans are required to pay tuition 
for all special education prog- 
rams, but they still have 36 
months of GI Bill left.’’ 

Newell was referring to the 
Veterans Educational Transition 
program offered at MPC. The 
programs offers veterans a 12- 
week comprehensive college 


July 5 deadline 
on advance pay 


for vets at SJS 


Veterans transferring to San 
Jose State University should 
apply for advance payment of 
fees for the upcoming 1974 sem- 
ester before July fifth, according 
to a spokesman from the Vet- 
erans Office at SJSU. Ap- 
plicants should appear in person 
with a general idea of the courses 
they have in mind at window 
six at Fourth St. and San Fer- 
nando at SJSU. 

This new type of registration, 
called Computer Assisted Re- 
gistration, was done so that 
veterans will have a better 
chance of getting the classes 
they desire. Deadline for fee 
payment is August fifth for other 
students. 


preparatory course. It is de- 
signed for veterans without a 
high school diploma. and as 
remedial aid for those who have 
been away from school for an 


"extended period of time, or who 


possess academic deficiencies. 
The total cost of the VET 
program on a full-time basis 
is $448. It is payable upon 
receipt of VA checks and the 
balance must be paid before 
completion of the program. 
Newell explained, ‘‘In other 
words, if you enter VET with 
36 months of entitlements, you 
will collect benefits for attend- 
ing and still have 36 months 
of benefits left upon completion. 
This is an addition to regular 
educational benefits.”’ 

VET is staffed by Wayne Pur- 
nell, who is a master teacher, 
and four teaching assistants. 
Tuition paid by veteran and 
Federal funds finance the entire 
program. 

The Veteran Tutorial Assist- 
ance Program is another added 


help to the veteran. This prog- | 


ram provides funds to reim- 
burse veterans for the cost of 
tutoring while in college. The 
vA will pay up to $50 per 
month, up to “a total of $450, 
for tutoring. This is not de- 
ducted from regular GI Bill 
payments. 
‘‘The checks for the tutorial 
programs are completely sepa- 
rate from regular monthly 
checks. All the veteran has to 
do is send the bill and a time 


Newell contends, 


sheet to the Veterans’ Affairs 
Office at the end of each month.’’ 

The veteran must be at least 
a half-time student taking a 
subject in which he showed a 
marked deficiency. The defi- 
ciency must be verified by the 
student’s instructor. 

Newell added, ‘Most veterans 
are not aware of the tutoring 
program, whch is better than 
the Tutoring Center because the 
veteran receives private ins- 
truction. We try to use vet- 
erans who need part-time work, 
as tutors for other veterans-- 
this helps both sides.”’ 

Newell recommends that vet- 
erans come to the Veterans 
Affairs Office if they need this 
aaded help or to remove some 
of the ambiguity related to most 
VA programs. 


Radio Club to meet 


The MPC Radio Club will 
hold its first meeting next 
Thursday in B-8 at 1 pm.

ASMPC budget 
year a success 


The Governing Board of MPC 
will meet May 31 to consider 
the preliminary budget and when 
they do, ASMPC will request that 
profits from the cafeteria be 
returned to its control. This 
will make it possible for the 
student government to lower the 
price of food by reducing the 
profit margin; something that 
c nnot be done as long as the 
district controls the cafeteria 
profits. 

This semester will end an ex- 
-erimental budget year which 
saw the district assume control 
over a number of MPC prog- 
rams. The important thrust 
of this experiment was that the 
district took over the operation 
of the cafeteria and the book- 
Store as well as complete 
financing of the athletic prog- 
ram. This has left the Coun- 
cil free to devote its attention 
to the welfare of the student- 
body. Traditionally in _ the 
Spring semester most of the 
Council’s time has been devoted 
to the budget. 

Another majorproblem that has 


been removed under the new 
system is the question of funding 
the athletic program. In the 

t the district paid two-thirds 
and the student body paid one- 
third while the student body 
took the profits. There was 
usually an extended debate over 
whether or not to fund athletics. 

A result of this controversy 
was that many athletes got into 
student government just to 
secure funding for athletic 
programs. 

The student government will 
end this experimental year with 
a balanced budget. The new 
program has worked ‘‘really 
fine’’ according to Commisioner 
of Finances John Ichiuji. He 
said that this year’s budget was 
$22,000 instead of the $10,000 
which was originally planned be- 
cause over 1.400 ASMPC cards 
were sold, most of them during 
the fall semester. Sale of the 
cards produced an income of 
$15,000,  Ichiuji said that the 
budget for fiscal year 74-75 
is exepcted to be in the neigh- 
borhood of $14,000. 


Student artist Owens to 
present one-man show 


Michael Owens, Monterey art- 
ist and MPC _ student, will 
present a one man art show in 
the College Bookstore Balcony 
with an opening night reception 
on Monday, May 20, from 6 
to 8 pm. 

The show will continue from 
Tuesday, May 21 through Thurs- 
day, May 30.

Owens, a native of Nebraska, 
has been active painter for 
over ll years.

artist has also had numerous 
California showings. 

Owens said he is now enrolled 
in law classes at MPC in order 
to understand and avoid the legal 
hassles involved in the exhibi- 
tion and sale of his work.

He has developed five 
methods of painting techniques 
which are combined to from 
a ‘‘unique’’ style.

Lucifer was excellently por- 
trayed by Ken Klingenmeier, 
for he brought not only the 
ruthlessness needed in the part 
but gave the devil a human 
quality. This created a feeling 
of uncertainty in the audience 
as good and evil became blurred. 
Klingenmeier deserves congra- 
tulations for afine performance. 
God, played by Marty Warner, 


evoked majesty, love and hu- 
mor very well. He tended at 
times to play the part without 
quite the forcefulness needed 
but he acted so well in the rest 
of the play it did not harm his 
performance. 

Steven Barnes portrayed Adam 
with the needed innocence and 
awe of his creator. Alaine 
Shrewsbury as Eve was volup- 
tuous and sexy, then became 
extremely touching as the dis- 
traught mother of Cain and Abel. 
Cain, portrayed by Lee Gar- 
land, and Abel, portrayed by 
Eric Elliot, gave adequate per- 
formances but lacked the stage 
experience the other cast mem- 
bers appeared to have. 

David Drakos has directed a 
play that is a credit to SRO. 
It has fine acting, an excel-

Student to cut disc

Nick Olivo, is an MPC student 
yound to make a record. Nick 
who has written about 60 songs, 
plays the guitar, drums, piano 
and the organ.

Instead Olivo, after 
attempting and failing 12 times 
to get appointments with Los 
Angeles recording studios, has 
decided to build his own pro- 
fessional studio in Seaside. 


Olivo is looking for a backer 

to lend him the money to get 
the eight-track recording studio 
started. He expects to pay for 
the projects from sales of his 
record and fees for recording 
other bands. 

‘“Tt’s not as hard asitsounds,”’ 
Nick says about financing the 
studio. ‘‘First you need a three 
or four thousand dollar trust 
fund. Then you need someone 
to lend you the money, about 
five thousand dollars, or some- 
one to go into business with. 
You set an amount of time in 
which you will pay the loan 
back, and if you don’t have 
the money, the backer takes 
the studio and your trust fund. 
If I fail, I will lose about four 
thousand dollars.” 

Olivo does not expect to fail 
and says the project could get 
under way any time from a 
month to a year and half from 
now. ‘If you want something 
done right, you have to do it 
yourself,’’ Olivo has discovered, 
after the discovering the pain 
promoters turn out to be. 

Nick has gound a good key to 
success. ‘‘I can’t be selfish; 
I’ve got to be honest. I will 
depend on myself and God.”
